SANI, THOUGH PERSONALLY HOPING ISSUE WOULD GO AWAY, THOUGHT

TO PUERTO RICO THAN IN RECENT PAST. HE STRESSED THAT WHEN

COMITE CONCLUDED DISCUSSION OF ORGANIZATION OF WORK 
FEB 10 AND CREATED WORKING GROUP COMPOSED OF ITS BUREAU 
(TANZANIA, AUSTRALIA BULGARIA, INDONESIA, TRINIDAD AND 
TOBAGO) AND CONGO, CUBA, SYRIA AND TUNISIA TO MAKE 
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RECOMMMENDATIONS ON PROGRAM OF WORK. CHAIRMAN SALIM (TANZANIA) 
SAID KET.ANT (SYRIA) WOULD BE CHAIRMAN OF VISITING MISSION TO 
CAPE VERDE ISLANDS AND HE EXPECTED TO ANNOUNCE NAMES OF OTHER 
MEMBERS DURING WEEK. 

CUBA'S PROPOSAL TO CELEGRATE 15TH ANNIVERSARY OF DECOLONIZA- 
TION DECLARATION WAS SUPPORTED BY CZECHOSLOVAKIA, BULGARIA, AND 
INDIA, WITH INDIA SUGGESTING SEVERAL WASY IN WHICH IT COULD 
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BE COMMEMORATED. INDIA ALSO SUGGESTED EVERY MEMBER SHOULD 
HAVE OPPORTUNITY TO PARTICIPATE IN VISITING MISSIONS, 

AND CZECHOSLOVAKIA AND MALI THOUGHT THEIR COMPOSITION SHOULD

APARTHEID COMITE - 

AT ITS FIRST MEETING IN 1975, COMITE HEARD REPORT BY 
RAPPORTEUR OF IMPENDING TRIAL OF 12 SOUTH AFRICAN BLACKS WHO 
HAD BEEN ARRESTED FOLLOWING SOLIDARITY DEMONSTRATIONS IN 
SUPPORT OF PEOPLE OF MOZAMBIQUE AND THEIR LIBERATION MOVEMENT, AND 
COMITE DECIDED TO ISSUE STATEMENT CONDEMNING THEIR DETENTION. 

IT ALSO APPROVED TEXT OF APPEAL TO GOVTS, ORGANIZATIONS AND 
INDIVIDUALS FOR OBSERVANCE OF INTERNATIONAL DAY FOR ELIMINATION 
OF RACIAL DISCRIMINATION MARCH 21 WHICH, INTER ALIA, 

CALLS FOR ENDING OF COLLABORATION BY BANKS, NATIONAL AND TRANS- 
NATIONAL CORPORATIONS WITH SOUTH AFRICAN REGIME AND WITH COMPANIES 
REGISTERED IN SA. 

RAPPORTEUR ALSO REPORTED ON SOUTH AFRICAN MINING INDUSTRY 
AND SAID MALAWI'S TEMPORARY EMBARGO ON RECRUITMENT FOR MINES 
WOULD BECOME PERMANENT AS OF JULY AND THAT LESOTHO HAD TAKEN 
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OVER RESPONSIBILITY FOR RECRUITMENT OF MINERS FOR SA AND WAS 
DETERMINED TO GET FAIRER DEAL FOR ITS WORKERS. 

HE DREW ATTENTION TO NOTE ON RECENT DEVELOPMENTS CONCERNING 
MILITARY COLLABORATION BETWEEN SA AND OTHER COUNTRIES, AND

GOODS BY SEA AND, RESPONDING TO UNCITRAL DIRECTIVE, WILL 
KEEP IN MIND POSSIBILITY OF PERPARING NEW CONVENTION. CHAFIK 
(EGYPT) WAS UNANIMOUSLY RE-ELECTED CHAIRMAN AND SUCHORZEWSKI
